"Section 40. Meigs Field.
(a) The General Assenbly finds all of the follow ng:

(1) Prior toits closure on March 31, 2003, Meigs
Field served an inportant role to the State and nati onal
air transportation system

(2) The closure of Meigs Field adversely affects
air traffic and airports throughout the Chicago region,
presently and significantly in the future wth the
pl anned expansion of Chi cago O Hare | nt ernati ona
Airport.

(3) Meigs Field, if reopened, would imediately
serve a vital role for air transportation in this State
that would 1include nedical flights, energency services,
and busi ness and personal air travel.

(4) It is estimated that the cost to repair and
reopen Meigs Field is approxi mately $500, 000.

(b) The City of Chicago and the Chicago Park District

shall forthwith restore and reopen Meigs Field as an airport
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for public use.

(c) The Cty of Chicago and the Chicago Park District
may not take any action regarding Meigs Field or the property
upon which it is located that 1is inconsistent wth this
Section. This subsection is a limtation under subsection (i)
of section 6 of Article VII of the Illinois Constitution on
the concurrent exercise of powers and functions exercised by
the state.

(d) Notwithstanding Sections 6 and 8 of the State
Mandates Act, no reinbursenment by the State is required for

the inplenmentation of any mandate created by this Section.

Section 45. South Suburban Airport; Peotone, Illinois.
(a) The Governor and the State of I1linois nmust
i mredi ately, expeditiously, and continuously take all action

necessary for the construction and operation of a south

subur ban ai rport |ocated in the vicinity of Peotone,
I[1linois. This includes, wthout I|imtation, expeditiously
negotiating and settling, if possible, with |land owners to

acquire property for the airport in order to avoid hardships
on the Ilandowners. The Governor nust direct the Illinois
Departnent of Transportation and all other executive branch

agencies under the Governor's control to conply with this

Secti on.
(b) The Governor and the I1linois Depart nent of
Transportation shall expeditiously seek approval of the

Federal Aviation Adm nistration for an airport runway | ayout
pl an, including an inaugural runway of a mninmum of 10,000
feet, for the south suburban airport located in the vicinity
of Peotone, Illinois. The State shall not enact or enforce
any law respecting aeronautics that interferes with, or has

the effect of interfering with, that runway design."; and

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on page 19, imediately below line 12, by inserting the

fol | ow ng:

fol | owi ng:

"Section 97. The State Mandates Act is anended by addi ng

section 8.27 as foll ows:

(30 ILCS 805/8.27 new)

Sec. 8. 27. Exenpt nmandat e. Notwi t hstanding Sections 6

and 8 of this Act, no reinbursement by the State is required

for the inmplenentation of any mandate created by Section 40

of the O Hare Mdderni zati on Act."
